Rudd  was  put  in 
nomination  without  information  given 
a#  to  whether  he  was  a  Bryan  and  Sewall 
Democrat  or  not,  Mr.  Wilde  attempted 
to  nominate  Edwin  A.  Rayner,  but  no 
one  present  was  disponed  to  second  the 
nomination. 

Voting  then  began  and  Mr.  Wilde 
pr«w ended  to  challenge  those  who  voted 
but* without  any  effect.  Every  ballot 
cast  was  for  Ms.  Rudd  as  delegate 
While  the  voting  was  being  done  Mr 
Wilde  dictated  the  following,  which 
Chairman  Niven  consented  to  have 
made  a  part  of  the  recorded  proceed  tug- 
of  the  Primary  :

4,  1886,  at  eiglu  o'clock,  on  the  follow¬ 
ing  grounds : 

First  :  Because  he,  the  said  Wilde, 
was  refused  by  A.  8.  Niven,  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  said  primary,  the  right  to 
liallenge  each  voter  as  to  whether  he 
intended  to  support  the  Chicago  plat' 
form  and  its  nominees  at  the  ooming 
Presidential  election. 

'Second  :  The  said  Cliairiuan  erred 
in  accepting  the  first  vote  east  by  Mr. 
diaries  Dayton  who  was  challenged  by 
Mr.  Wilde,  but  who  although  claiming 
to  be  a  Democrat  proclaimed  his  inlen- 
tion  of  voting  for  Mr.  McKinley. 

Third :  That  on  account  of  the 
foregoing  action  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
said  primary  meeting  the  election  then 
held  was  irregular  and  void.” 

The  County  Democratic  Committee 
on  Tuesday  afternoon  considered  the 
matter  of  this  Primary  at  Glen  Ridge 
and  sustained  the  protest  made  by'  Mr. 
Wilde, 

At  the  State  election  held  last  Novem¬ 
ber  the  Democrats  of  Glen  Ridge  cast 
76  ballots  for  McGill  for  Governor.

Have  you  ever  thought  of  the  distune* 
you  travel  while  you  are  out  on  an  hour's 
stroll?  Possibly  you  walk  three  mika 
within  the  hour,  but  that  does  not  by 
any  means  represent  the  distance  you 
travel.  The  earth  turns  ou  its  axis  every 
>4  hours.  Fur  the  sake  of  round  figures 
we  will  call  the  earth's  circumference 
34,000  miles,  and  so  you  must  have 
traveled  during  the  hour's  stroll  1,000 
miles  in  the  axial  turn  of  the  earth. 

But  this  ia  not  all.  The  earth  makes 
a  journey  around  the  sun  every  year, 
and  a  long  but  rapid  trip  it  la  The  dis¬ 
tance  of  our  planet  from  the  sun  Vs 
will  put  at  98,000,000  miles.  This  te 
the  radius  off  the  earth'*  orbit — half  the 
diameter  of  the  riateh  M  wa  sail  li 
The  whole  diameter  te  therefore  184,- 
000,000  miles,  and  the  circumference, 
being  the  diameter  multiplied  by  8. 1411, 
is  about  678,000,000. 

This  am  suing  distance  the  earth 
els  in  its  yearly  journey, 
it  by  866  we  find  tbs  dqjly 

1,886,000.  Thao,  to  get  1 - - 

you  rode  around  the  8Uh  during  yOUr 
hour’s  walk,  divide  again  by  84,  aad 
the  result  ia  about  66,000  mile*.  But 
this  is  not  the  end  of  your  boar's  trip. 
The  sun,  with  its  entire  brood  of  plan¬ 
ets,  is  moving  in  spare  at  the  rate  af 
180,000,000  miles  in  a  year.  This  te  at 
the  rate  of  a  little  more  than  488,000 
miles  a  day,  or  18,160  miles  an  boqr. 

So,  adding  your  three  miles  of  kff 
travel  to  the  hour's  axial  movement  eff 
the  earth,  this  to  the  earth's  orbital  jour¬ 
ney,  and  that  again  to  the  earth’s  excur¬ 
sion  with  the  son,  and  you  find  you 
have  traveled  is  the  hour  86,868  miles.

On  the  whole,  the  Vatloan  may  he 
divided  into  seven  portions.

The  galleries  are  representative  at 
Raphael's  Vrork,  which  predominates  to 
such  an  extent  that  the  paintings  off  al¬ 
most  all  other  artists  are  of  seoondary  Im¬ 
portance,  precisely  aa  Michael  Anghk) 
filled  the  Sistine  chapel  With  himself.  A# 
for  the  museums,  the  ob£ots  they  sus¬ 
tain  have  been  accumulated  by  many 
popes,  but  their  existeooe  ought  perhaps 
to  be  chiefly  attributed  to  Julius  II  and 
Leo  X,  tbs  principal  representatives  of 
the  Rovere  and  Medici  families. — f.
